Landfill operator clears the air on dump application

Operators of the landfill on Didsbury’s outskirts tried 
to clear the air with residents last week about their 
pending application to increase the amount of garbage 
that can be landfilled there annually. 

The Mountain View Regional Waste Commission held 
a public meeting last Wednesday night at the Didsbury 
Memorial Complex. The meeting was to hear the pub¬ 
lic’s questions and concerns regarding the commis¬ 
sion’s application to the province to allow for more 
than 10,000 metric tonnes of garbage to be landfilled a 
year at the Class 2 landfill site. 

Members of the commission, a representative from 
Tagish Engineering and from Parkland Geotechnical 
consulting Ltd. were in attendance to discuss the 
licensing application and the current state of the site. 

“Once we reach that threshold of 10,000 tonnes, we 
have to expand,” explained commission chair and 
Mountain View County reeve A1 Kemmere. “We are 
here to hear your concerns.” 

Approximately 30 residents attended the meeting - 
almost all being residents close to the site - some of 
whom were vocal about how they have been affected 
since the site reopened. 

A number of residents voiced their concerns and 


anger regarding the number of ravens and seagulls that 
had accumulated in the area. One resident said that 
although the commission had looked into a sonic 
‘boom box’ to divert the birds, they had now ended up 
by his property. 

Ken Anderson from Didsbury’s Ag Society stated 
their grounds keep “getting decorated by the white 
bags,” referring to the white plastic shopping bags that 
fly off the landfill site with the wind. He explained ag 
society volunteers were taking part in a ‘clean up 
party’ because they were constantly cleaning up 
garbage that was coming from the waste site. 

“When the land was bought, the site was closed and 
there were no plans for it to be reopened,” said 
Anderson adding the ag society arena was also not 
being used very often because of the landfill site. 

Kivell strongly urged those in attendance that if they 
were having problems with the bags or garbage coming 
into their area from the site that he would ensure it 
was taken care of. 

“We never want you to be in put in a position where 
you have to pay or get volunteers to clean up - we will 
do it for you," Kivell said. 

Questions also arose regarding the water testing on 
the site. Mark Brotherton from Parkland Geotechnical 
Consulting stated testing was done twice a year. When 
pointed out by a resident that if the water ended up 


being contaminated between testing it would take six 
months before the contamination would be found, 
Brotherton simply responded with a yes. Residents 
also requested if they could get copies of the water test 
results. Kivell stated it would be up for discussion 
with the commission but also pointed out it would be 
difficult to understand if you did not have an engineer¬ 
ing background. 

Mary Jane Harper, a member of the commission, stat¬ 
ed they hoped to stretch out the life of the landfill for 
longer than expected. She said they hoped to do this 
by diverting recyclables from the landfill. Kemmere 
noted with the current economic situation recyclables 
were a tough thing to deal with. “We almost have to 
pay to get rid of it.” 

But Kivell stated they had taken in 6,(500 metric 
tonnes of recyclables this year versus the 4,500 metric 
tonnes from last year. “(We’re) well ahead of the 
pace." 

Members from Alberta Environment were also on 
hand to hear what the public had to say. They did not 
present anything to those in attendance but stated that 
a decision had not been made with regards to the com¬ 
mission’s application and they were there to hear the 
position from each side.

Clem Kuelker, another 
Didsbury resident did not 
come to the meeting to 
say anything negative. “I 
did not come to complain,” he said adding he was fair¬ 
ly surprised by what others had had to say. He stated 
he had been involved in the early stages of the site 
when it reopened and recalled a statement being made 
that the waste site would be a good neighbour. “It is 
money that is probably preventing the commission to 
be good neighbours.” 

Kuelker noted that being a resident of Didsbury he 
did not see any white bags flying in town or any ravens 
or seagulls flying above but acknowledged that was 
because they were not as close to the site as others. “In 
general, the system works very well.” 

This prompted another vocal resident to state the 
many troubles she and her family had encountered with 
the ravens, which she referred to as “Alberta’s vul¬ 
tures.” Another resident pointed out how some people 
were taking the back road around the landsite after 
hours and dumping garbage into the ditches. 

Another main concern brought was with this licens¬ 
ing being approved if it would expand the site out to 
more land. It was emphasized that it would not expand

Health-care 
battle reaching 
fever pitch

Battles over how health care 
should be run and funded are 
nothing new in Alberta - yet the 
current struggle between the 
Stebnaeh Tories on one hand and 
health-care workers and their 
supporters on the other has now 
reached a level of seldom seen intensity. 

With health care being the mast expensive gov¬ 
ernment-funded service in the province, taking up 
at least 40 per cent of total spending this year, the 
stakes in the light tire nothing less than the health 
and welfare of virtually every Albertan. 

Premier Stelmach and his ministers have been 
saying for months that their overall plan is to 
ensure the health system functions in a timely and 
affordable fashion. 

While government ministers have acknowledged 
that some changes art* on the way, the general mes¬ 
sage coming from government MLAs is that things 
are working well and will continue to do so. 

Not surprisingly the opposition Liberals and NDP 
say the Tories are, in fact, doing a downright lousy 
job. They cite long waiting times and possible 
downgrades of hospitals as proof things aren’t as 
they should be. 

For its part, the United Nurses of Alberta says 
there is a critical shortage of registered nurses in 
Alberta, putting extreme pressure on existing staff 
and creating dangerous situations as far as patient 
safety is concerned. 

Physicians in many communities, including in 
West Central Alberta, say the staffing shortages are 
being exasperated by uncertainty surrounding the 
future of rural hospitals. 

Now the Friends of the Medicare (FOM) advoca¬ 
cy group, which says it is not affiliated with any 
political party or professional organization or 
union, has launched a campaign aimed directly at 
the policies and plans of the Stelmach government, 

“More health cuts inflict real damage to the 
health and security of the population,” says Friends 
executive director David Eggen. “Mr. Stelmach 
would be wise not to underestimate how much 
Albertans understand the value of their public 
health system, and how hard they are willing to 
fight for it.” 

FOM says examples of the health system being 
undermined by the Stelmach Tories include “down¬ 
loading of costs of health care onto seniors and 
their families”, “cancellation and postponements of 
surgeries”, “proliferation of private health facili¬ 
ties”, “hiring and budget freezes” and “delisting of 
medically necessary services.” 

The Friends hope that public pressure on individ¬ 
ual Conservative MLAs will result in the govern¬ 
ment reevaluating its plans. It remains to be seen 
what, if any, impact this latest campaign will have. 

Yet judging from the many previous fights over 
health care in Alberta, does anyone really expect 
tlu* majority of residents to make tin* Tories pay for 
their health policies come voting day?

Generally disgusted with general delivery rules 


An open letter to the minister 
1 am writing you today and provid¬ 
ing a copy of my correspondence to 
MP Blake Richards regarding delivery 
of addressed mail, particularly to the 
Didsbury, Alberta post office. 

1 have recently experienced about 
the ninth instance where mail 
addressed to my street address or to 
General Delivery, Didsbury has been 
summarily returned to sender. This 
practice is, (according to a Canada 
Post employee with whom I spoke), a 
Canada-wide policy. For background, 
we here in Didsbury are obligated to 
utilize General Delivery as an address 
for some months subsequent to mov¬ 
ing into the community, due to a lack 
of numbered post boxes. (This was 
the subject of previous correspon¬ 
dence between former MP Myron 
Thompson and me). 

When a post box becomes avail¬ 
able, the number is assigned on a 
first-come, first-served basis. I was 
informed, when I finally was assigned 
a box number that only mail 
addressed to the P.O. box address 


would be delivered. Street addressed 
mail or General Delivery would be 
returned to the point of origin. I 
thought this quite strange at the time 
from a 'service delivery standard' per¬ 
spective, but opted to wait and see. I 
have now had several items returned 
and have been greatly inconve¬ 
nienced as a result. In this electronic 
age, most correspondence of a trivial 
nature goes via the internet. 
Important testamentary, financial and 
administrative documents are often 
handed over to Canada Post for deliv¬ 
ery. Some businesses will not deliver 
to a post box, others will not allow for 
subscription to services without one. 

The Canada Post person I spoke to 
said that there was no way for them to 
know, since we do not have house¬ 
hold delivery, what box number 
would be associated with a street 
address in this little town. I suggest to 
you, sir, that our post office could eas¬ 
ily maintain a list of addresses associ¬ 
ated to names and that a cross refer¬ 
ence might take seconds to execute. 
This would obviate the need for 


return expenses, multiple handlings 
and some pretty 'ticked off 
clients/taxpayers. 

I recall the days when postal servic¬ 
es around the world were often the 
subject of general interest news 
reports for taking extraordinary 
efforts to deliver. Envelopes bearing 
telephone numbers, partial names, 
and otherwise considered undeliver¬ 
able were finding their way to recipi¬ 
ents due to the imaginative and tire¬ 
less efforts of public servants from 
various jurisdictions. There were let¬ 
ters from grandchildren who could 
barely cipher that were delivered to 
grateful and moved grandparents. 
Pride and integrity of the mails was 
the driver of this level of service. (You 
get the picture.) 

A little extra service effort would 
go a long way, I submit, and this poli¬ 
cy, if indeed it is one is mind-numbing- 
ly ill conceived. Would you be so kind 
as to inject a little common sense, 
here, please?

when she was in Grade 9 
and asked her to play field 
hockey.

Overwater admits along 
with being excited about 
moving and living on cam¬ 
pus, she is also really nerv¬ 
ous.

involved 46 riders, contributed over $84,000 for prostate 
cancer and research in Alberta. 

This year’s ride is expected to attract approximately 150 
riders, weather permitting, and raise $100,000 for the 
cause. 

As in 2008, the 2009 ride will again include three sepa¬ 
rate routes - Didsbury, High River and Stettier - that all 
culminate with a barbecue on main street in Didsbury. 
The barbecue opens to the public at noon, and features a 
9 p.m. jazz performance by The Polyjesters, who will wel¬ 
come the riders before moving the show over to JD's 
Restaurant Pub & Grill at 4 p.m. 

“Our organization last year was completed in just two 
months, and as a result we had limited time and opportu¬ 
nity to recruit riders from within the community," 
explains Tony Overwater, Parkland Agri Services CEO. 
“This year, we’re going to a whole other level with the 
support of our sustaining sponsors - Agrium, Syngenta, 
Bayer CropScience, Monsanto, Dow AgroSciences, 
DuPont, NuFarm, and Alberta Treasury Branches - and 
our newest sponsors NutriAg and Nufarm.
